The unemployment must have 


started within two yeais after dis- 
charge from the 'armed services, 
or within two years after the end 
of the war, whichever Is later. 


Tor how many weeks can a vet- 


eran draw federal unemployment 
pay 


For each of his first 
three 


months (00 days) of service, he is 
allowed 8 weeks' unemployment 
pay, or a total of 2-1 weeks for his 
first three months of service. This 
means, of course, that he must 
have been unemployed nil of those 
21 weeks in order to draw that 
much pay. If he's jobless only one 
wock. then he pets only one week's 
pay. 


But for every month of service, 


after those first three months, he 
In allowed one month's pay. sup- 
pose u veteran had served four 
months. ' Then for the first three 
months he would be entitled to 2-1 
weeks' pny but for the fourth 
month only one months' pay, or a 
total of 28 weeks.
